We would, however, go further for in ex parte 
cases, if oral evidence can be dispensed with, so can the use of 
an affidavit, and we agree with the conclusions in the report of 
the Civil Justice Committee, 1924-25 (page 14), that. there are 
eases in which a special summons can safely. be issued stating 
that a decree will be passed in default of appearance in answer 
thereto. In rent-suits these cases are, in our opinion, those in 
which the claim for rent is supported by a registered lease, or 
by an entry in the record-of-rights or by a valid decree which 
has been passed for the same annual rent previously, In place, 
therefore, of sub-clause (h), a draft on the lines recommended 
by the Civil Justice Committee and restricted to these 
particular cases has been inserted in the Bill. - 


(5) In order to save costs in execution cases it has been, provided by 
the new sub-clause (17) that it is unnecessary for the decree- 
holder to file a copy of a decree or fresh vakalatnama for the 
purpose of executing the decree. 


Clause 91.—A proviso has been added to sub-section (4) of the proposed 
section 148 A to deal with the transfer to competent Courts of suits for 
consolidation and trial.

On principle ¥ am opposed to the Bill. 1 hold that some of its provi- 
sions, if given effect to, will infringe upon the fundamental rights, which 
serves as the ground work of the zemindari system, in Bengal. [ maintain 
that it is wholly wrong to break, by*any subsequent legislation, or otherwise 
encroach upon, any vital tenet or term of an agreement or covevant, made 
binding by law, on the state and any other party or parties with regard to 
properties in which hereditary and vested rights and interests are involved. 
I firmly believe that the right of transfer and the right to trees are substan- 
tial rights of soil and it has always been maintained that the zemindars had, 
by teuure, a property in the soil. This was rightly established by Sir John 
Shore in his famous minute, which followed the Act of Parliament of 1784, 
passed for the better regulation and management of the affairs of the Kast 
India Compauy. The Act directed an enquiry into, and eventual redress of, 
the grievances of many landholders within the British territories in India, 
who were unjustly deprived of their legitimate rights and privileges and 
compelled, in some cases, to abandon their Jands: Sir John Shore collected 
a vast body of information and he adduced the universal testimony of the 
people and the proverbial expression, that the lands belong to the zemindars 
and the rent to the King. In pre-British days, the zemindars possessed not 
only the rights of matikana but also what may be called sovereign-rights, 
within their respective jurisdictions as they collected not only revenue but 
also internal duties, etc. Many ordinances of Emperors and recognised 
practices of the Mogul Government prove the basic truth of this assertion. 
The zemindars of to-day, however,do not want to go so far and they will rest 
contented if such of their primary rights, as were recognised by the Permanent 
Settlement, are not further disturbed, L use the word “further” because of 
the Act X of 1859 and the ‘Tenancy Act of 1885. The present Bill, if it is 
passed with the two provisions I have complained of, will virtually lay the 
foundation of what 1 may call, “ agrarian socialism ” and help the so-called 
friends of the raiyats to put into their mouth the slogan, “Land for thie 
tillers alone”. Such steps will lead to revolution and not reform. I think 
it is a shortsighted policy to undermine the Permanent Settlement, however 
gradual and imperceptible the process adopted may be. It has undoubted 
proved to be a strong pillar of the Government, constituted by law, in this 
country and a source of unmixed blessings alike to the zemindars and the 
raiyats of Bengal. The State and the patriot must recognise the cardinal 
truth that the progress and prosperity of the zemindars and the ratyats ave 
relative and interdependent. ‘he real and lasting benefit, both political and 
economic, to the State, or to the country, as a, whole, can only accrue from 
the homogeneous and simultaneous sel gi of the two classes, as 
integral components of the whole community. It is, therefore, certainly 
disquieting that the policy of the State, as represented by the Tenancy Act 
and for the matter of that, the present Bill, is to enlarge the rights and 
privileges of the raiyats, not only without corresponding benefits to the 
zemindars, but also at their bitter cost and expense, , | 

Then again, by conferring the right of transferribility on the raiyat, 
he is being given ‘unrestricted freedom to-do"whatever he likes with his 
lands—a liberty which has every chance of being misused. It may occasion 
the ing of agricultural holding from the hands of the raiyats to the 
hands of the money-lenders and other rich non-agriculturists of the province, 
or even foreign capitalists.

As I have every reason to hope that good sense will prévail and the Bill 
will be dropped. once for all, I do not prop>se to enter into minute details, 
More: so, as it must be admitted that apart from the question of basic 
principles of rights, the decisions of the Select Committee, in most cases, are 
not on the whole unfair. I should add that clause 44 has been amended by 
the committee/fully in favour of the raiyats, At any rate, there should be 
a provision to the effect that where the prevailing custom is for the ratyats to 
pay nazar to the zemindars for obtaining permission to construct wells, 
tanks or pucca buildings, ete., it will be recognized by law, It should also 
be, mentioned that the decisions of the committee with regard to judicial 
procedure were not quite up tothe mark and should be improved.

As one of the remedies, the 
Bengal Public Demands Recovery Act of 1913 should be so amended as to 
bring all estates, which are not under the Court of Wards, on the same level 
with those. which are managed by the Coyrt of Wards, in respect of all 
tacilities enjoyed) by. the latter, in the shape of summary procedure for the 
recovery of the arrears of rent. No benefit, whatsoever, accrues from what 
is known as: the certificate procedure, so far as landlords who manage 
their own estates, are concerned. This invidious distinction should be 
done: away with. In this connection, one must disapprove of the Bill 
clause: 85, as it virtually abolishés the whole Chapter XII on distraint, 
without at: the same time providing any adequate means of réalizing rent.

The produce rent depends 
upon various conditions and circumstances, viz, (1) fertility of soil, (2) 
locality, (3) labour required for cultivation, (4) local rates, (5) price of paddy 
or the crop produced in the lind, (6) costs of labour and (7) competition of 
labour—when the raiyats’ produce rent is half or more how can he sublet 
at half the produce?

Reasons.—Section 182 as drafted by the Select Committee takes awa 
another most valued right enjoyed by the raiyats in Bengal. It is well- 
settled law that when a raiyat holds his homestead not as a part of his 
raiyati holding bat under another raiyat, he has the status of a raiyat 
in his homestead, although his position in respect to it is that of an 
under-raiyat. Consequently ‘he cannot bé evicted from such a homestead. 
There can be no justification for changing the law in such a way 
that such a person may be evicted from his homestead, A raiyat’s home- 
stead must be made secure from eviction as far as possible, and in a case 
where the existing law makes the raiyat secure against eviction, the legis- 
lature has no justification to place him at the mercy of his immediate land- 
lord. The suggestions which I make will have the effect of making the - 
existing law more clear and definite.

Proposed section 26 G should be 
deleted. It amounts. to taking away the privilege we intend to confer on 
the tenant by making his holding transferable. We should make his

The deposit of the decretal amount, which has been made a condition - 
precedent in all proceedings for setting aside sales of holdings in clause 
105 (5), should be deleted.
